SAYS JAPS WERE'REPULSED. 


'•• BT. PETERSBURG, Aug. 15, 4:20 p. 
jn.—The war office today received a mcs- 


' gage from Port Arthur in which Gener- 


al Stoossel, under date of Aug. 11, re- 
ports a successful repulse of a general 
assault on the Russian outer positions, 
during tho night following the departure 
of tho Russian squadron. He does not 
mention a naval engagement or refer to 
th« return of tho warships. 


ENEMY MOVING CLOSER. 


' BERLIN, Aug. 15.—A dispatch to the 
Lokal Anzeiser from Tokio, dated to- 
day, confirms the report that heavy 
fighting has occurred at Port Arthur 
during tho past few days. The Japanese 
captured throe Russian batteries and so- 
gured positions close to the inner forti- 
fications. Both sides lost heavily. The 
Japanese- have commenced a bombard- 
ment from Long Mountain on the harbor 
end inner defenses. 


JAPS OCCUPY MOUNTAINS. 


BT. PETERSBURG, Aug. IB.—The em- 


peror has received the following dispatch 
from Viceroy Alexicff, dated August 13: 


"According, to a report from Port Ar- 


thur Aug. 10, the Japanese 
attacked 


Taku and Siaohou mountains in cnor 
mous force during the night of August 
9th and occupied them after fifteen 
hours' fighting, on tho night of August 
10th. During a. heavy rainstorm the 
Japanese attacked our east front but 
were repulsed at all points. They also 
attacked simultaneously our whole front 
from Wolf hills to Taku mountain, but 
everywhere were driven back. Tho for- 
tress has been bombarded from the oast 
side for four days." 


6 p. m.—The receipt o£ the official dis 


patch announcing the repulse of an at- 
tack on Port Arthur August 10th, reviv- 
ed the hopes that the fortress may prove 
impregnable. Gen. Stoessel's dispatch 
also dispelled ugly rumors current in the 
city this morning that the stronghold 
had fallen.

MUKDEN, 'Aug. 15.—The Chinese bnn- 


dit leaders, Kitsusan, Tulisan and Folin- 
go, each with a thousand followers, are 
now in the Simnin Tiog district, moving 
up the Liao river valley with the object 
of attacking the railway. Ea'ch of tho 
bands, which were organized by the Ja- 
panese, is accompanied by a hundred Ja- 
panese with mountain guns.

LIAO YANG, Aug. 15.—Chinese ban- 


dits last night blew up a-portion of the 
railroad ten miles south of Liao Yang. 
The road was repaired in a few hours. 


Twelve Chinese .bandits have been 


brought to Liao Yang for firing on Rus- 
sian scouts, during -which two dragoons 
were wounded.

ONE KILLED; THIRTY HURT

IN RUSSIAN-JEWISH RIOT 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 15.—7:16 p. 


m.—An investigation of the reports pub- 
lished in New York by a Jewish morning 
paper to the effect that twenty persons 
were killed July 31 in a religious riot at 
Ostrowitz, government of Rodom, and 
that a riot in which a hundred Jews were 
wounded, occurred July 30 at Potseveh 
government of Zcdlitz, elicited a state- 
ment from the department "of'police of 
the ministry of tho interior today to the 
effect that one person was killed nnd 
thirty wounded'in a Jewish riot at Os- 
:travilx and that a few.;, persons wnre 
wounded in the province of Siedlitz. The 
disorders in Siedlitz arose from a. Jewess 
having been converted to orthodoxy.

MADISON, Wis., Aug. 15.—Attorney 


General L, M. Sturdevoat last night de- 
nied the report that he had been in- 
structed by the governor to take such 
steps as might be necessary to have the 
office of state treasurer declared vacant, 
because Treasurer J. J. Kempf has not 
yet complied with th.5'governor's demand 
for an additional bond of $350,000.

He 
said that he did not believe anything 
would be done in tho matter for some 
days at least, and perhaps not at all.

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 15.'—State Treas- 


urer Kcinpf must vacate his office, ac- 
cording to those who stand close to the 
governor. They say the surety company 
has refused 'to go on the bond of the 
state treasurer for tho increased amount 
demanded by Governor'La Follette, thus 
rendering the office vacant -under the 
statutes, and that the governor will' so - 
declare early this week, possibly today. 
While none of the representatives of the 
surety company, who hovo been investi- 
gating the state treasurer's department, 
will make any statement, it is- eaid that 
the affairs of the department are all 
right now and that the shortage of 
$3,400 has been made good. It is said the 
delay in. making the announcement was 
to enable Mr. Kempf to get a bond from 
private parties, which he.was unable to 
do.

DENY PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—Strike leaders 


and the big packing firms denied forcibly 
today that any efforts had been made 
by either side to bring about - another 
conference looking to peace in the stock 
yards. President Donnelly, of the but- 
cher workmen, said: 


"I have read the stories that we secret- 


ly met representatives of .the packers 
within tho last two days and that we in- 
tended to hold'another meeting possibly 
today. But tho stories' are absolutely 
untrue. .Neither we nor any persons-rep- 
rescnting us have seen any representa- 
tive of the packers. I have no reason to 
believe the packers have sought to see 
us. Any conference 'that is held must 
comprehend .all the interests affected and 
must bo held with representatives of tho 
Allied Trades. Any agreement that 
might be reached would have to be rati- 
fied by tho Allied Trades. Any agree- 
ment made, would have to take care ol 
all tho labor interests involved." 


'The packers were just as positive and 


their expressions indicated that they con- 
sidered general negotiations fully as use- 
less now as they did a-week ago. 


Despite the positive denials by both 


packers and strike leaders that peace 
plans were under consideration, a sus- 
picion that important proposals are un- 
der consideration, was caused by the ear- 
ly meeting today of the allied trades 
conference'board. There were guards at 
every door and no one but a member of 
the board was permitted to approach. 
President Donnelly refused to -indicate 
the subject under consideration:

MADISON, Wis., Aug. 13.— Nearly 


four years ago the state tax commission 
then at work upon their first biennial re- 
port to the legislature, decided after a 
careful investigation- as to the value, of 
railroad property, to. recommend the re- 
tention of the license fee method, of tax- 
ing. railways, and an increase in 'the per- 
centage. The increase would have added 
about 8600,000 a year to the total taxes 
paid into the state treasury by the com- 
panies operating here. 


It is interesting to note that the pres- 


ent assessment of railroad property un- 
der the new advalorem law, which the 
commission have recently made, will, if it 
stands after review, add to the total 
taxes to be paid by the roads substantial- 
ly -what would have been paid this year 
had the increase recommended by the 
commission four .years ago been em-: 


.bodied in a law at that time. In other 
words, the commission's findings at this 
time, as to what the railroads should pay 
in taxes under the advalorem law, .es- 
tablish the substantial accuracy of their 
work four years ago. 


WHAT WILL RAILROADS DO? • 


.Whether the railroads will accept with- 


out contest the findings of the commis- 
.sion at this time remains to be seen. 
They may think the valuations placed, on 
their properties are too high; or they 
may contend that the values preliminar- 
ily fixed represent a much higher, ratio 
of .assessment to actual value, than do 
the assessed values- of real estate and 
tangible . property generally. The roads 
will, claim, and rightly, that if real cs- 
state and other taxable property be as- 
sessed for' taxation at but 60 or 75 per 
cent of its true value, the same rule 
should be applied to railroads. 


If the railroad companies are dissatis- 


fied with the preliminary assessment, and 
should feel themselves compelled to con- 
test it, it .would probably be necessary 
then for the commission to show that in 
tlic. valuation of railroads they fixed the 
ratio of assessment to true value to cor- 
respond with that which prevails as to 
other property.

While the writer does not believe that 


the advalorem method of taxing rail-

AE an economic 
proposition it is .doubtful whether rail- 
road property should be compelled, to pay 
as hijjh taxes as real estate, value for 
value. But until the public take a. more 
Intelligent and more active interest in 
the subject of taxation, legislation on the 
subject is not likely to conform very 
closely to recognized economic princi- 
ples. 


SOLUTION UNSOLVED. 


No economist or student of taxation 


has yet come forward with a plan for 
taxing manufacturing properties or in- 
surance companies that commends itselr 
to the practical sense of taxing ofiicers. 
This" is as true in other states as in Wis- 
consin. As to manufacturing industries, 
there might be rome hopes of getting 
them on a reasonable basis, if the rail- 
roads would demand ttiat they be assess- 
ed as high proportionately as railroad 
values. But, obviously the'railroad* are 
not likely to bring up this subject even 
to $ave themselves. 


PRESENT PLANS ARBITRARY. 
Whether life insurance companies do- 


ing business on the mutual basis should 
bo taxed at all, is a question which 
economists and taxing officers have -jevcr 
been able to answer satisfactorily to 
themselves.

While running at the rate of 60 miles 


an hour, the 11:35 south bound passen- 
ger train on the Chicago & Northwestern 
railway, suddenly left the track at Ucr- 
ryvillo station, six miles south of this 
city. Tho whole train of six coaches 


' was derailed. Tho parlor car went into 


tho ditch on its side. One hundred and 
fifty passengers were on. board and a wild 
panic ensued, many of them attempting 
to break through the windows, tho wom- 
en screaming and children crying :n ter- 
ror. Jlra, cooler than the rest, saw that 
tho danger was over and the train stop- 
ped and to a certain extent quieted the 


• others. As soon as possible the passen- 
gers piled out of the coaches and it was 
found that while all were shook up ond 
more'or less frightened, two old ladies 


were- slightly injured, 


A MARVELOUS ESCAPE. 


TVildest reports reached this city and 


had it that one hundred were hurt, many 
Racdno people. Telephones rang and rel- 
atives of people supposed to bo on the 
train anxiously inquired if the report 
was true. Dozens of automobiles, horses 
nnd buggies nnd other vehicles sped to 
.Berryvillo ,and tho electric railway car- 
ried large numbers down. When the con- 
dition' of the train was observed, every- 
body marveled and agreed that it was a 
miraculous escape from a great lass oJ 
life. 


"* CAUSED BY LOOSE RATTJ. 


Every single couch and pnrt of the en- 


gine was off and as stated above, the par- 
lor car was down in the ditch, but not 
way over on its side. The ties and rails 
were torn to pieces for a distance of four 
hundred feet. 


The cause of the accident is artrjbuted 


to a loose rail For days men-have been 
engaged raising the tracks at Bcrryvflle, 
and it was at this point the accident oc- 
curred. Hundreds of people were soon 
at the scene and a wrecking train arrived 
and commenced clearing away the wreck, 
or replacing the coaches on the trade, 


RUNNING AT HIGH SPEED. 


'A Journal reporter visited the scone of 


the accident half an hour after it occur- 
red. It was ascertained that the train 
was eight minutes late and running':it 
tho rate of 65 miles an hour. Engineer 
Mahoney, one of the best men in the em- 
ploy of the'company, had charge of the 
locomotivu and the conductor was Mr 
Sykes. • 


Just as the train passed Berryvjlle sta- 


tion nnd was on-a stretch of track which 
was being- raised, the engineer felt Hie 
train leave the rails and applied the air 
brakes, but the locomotive broke away 
from tho coaches and ran 500 feet before 
stopping. Six coaches were in the train 
The baggage car, smoker and one coach 
swerved to the west and nearly ran to 
tho west track; one coach and a parlor 


• 
car remained upright on tho road bed 
but the last parlor car went into tho 
ditch and nearly turned over on its sido

of an heir to the Russian crown, occurred 
not in the great palace at Peterhof, but 
in tho Alexandra Villa, one of a group 
of four small palaces in a secluded cor- 
ner of the magnificent Peterhof park. In 
one of these buildings the empress has 
been living for weeks. The other three 
are occupied by members' of the imperial 
family gathered there in • expctation of 
today's event', including the empress' mo- 
ther, his majesty's two sisters, the grand 
duchess Xenia and Olga, his 
brother, 


Grand Duke Michael, and other relatives. 


The Alexandra Villa is a much more 


private spot than the grand palace. Th« 
warm brown tinted buddings, in the cen- 
ter of which stands a tall; square watch- 
tower, aro set in a thick forest of oaks, 
birches and lindcts, hiding them from 
view on every side except towards the 
gulf of Finland, whose waters almost lap 
the foundation of the nearest shoreward 
building. 


SCENES OF REJOICING. 


'The announcement from Peterhof was 
immediately followed by a salute of 101 
guns from tho imperial yacht lying at 
anchor off the palace, but it was 2:46 p. 
_. when the guns of St. Peter and St. 
Paul fortress, opposite the Wjnter pal- 
ace here, conveyed the glad tidings to 
the people of the Russian capital. Tho 
effect was electrical. With tho boom of 
the first gun the people in the streets 
who had been momentarily expecting 
the event for 24 hours, stopped to listen 
and count the guns. Only thirty-one 
arc fired for a' girl. When the thirty- 
second boomed and the people grew 
aware that at last an heir to the throne 
was born there were scenes of rejoicing 
everywhere and before the salute was 
finished the whoje city had bloomed out 
with flags and bunting and the shipping 
in the harbor was dressed. Then the 
bells, of the churches began to ring wild- 
ly. 


.SEE GOOD SIGN IN BIRTH. 


The hearts of the Russian people aro 


likely to be moro deeply touched by the 
good fortune of the imperial family than 
by n dozen victories or defeats in the 
far cast and the superstitious Russian 
character will read in it an augury of 
bettor time. St. Seraphim, who was 
cannonized last summer by the emperor 
at Saroff, has now become a favorite- 
patron saint, as the birth of the heir is 
attributed tc his interposition. The em- 
peror will signalize tho event by- some 
gracious act, like the remission of acre- 
age tax and amnesty and for the next 
two weeks, until the christening, there- 
will bo a holiday and public fetes of all 
kinds.

The death of Sherman Booth at Chi- 


cago, a resident of this state for many 
years and who was here in the times 


' .when it tried the souls oE mon to stand 


firm to their convictions that all men 
should be free, will recall the days when 
Racine and Milwaukee wero convulsed 
over the incident of the rescue of the 
slave Joshua Grover by a determined 
band of men who Knew no fear. 
Mr. 


Booth in his reminiscences declares he 
had no part in the rescue and in fact ad- 
vocated -the supremacy of tho law and 
objected tc violence, but was overruled. 
"Still,'.' says thi old hero, "I was rejoiced 
just tho same when the rescue was made." 
He had resorted to the law to secure a 
writ of habeas corpus and wanted to 
rely upon that rather than riot, but it 
was taken out of his hands by the ex- 
cited men of that 'time revolting against 
a law which would take from a free state 
and consign again to tho chains of slav- 
ery one who had escaped from his as- 
sumed owners of human flesh.

ical perhaps in thos,a trying times, ultra 
radical, maybe, he possessed a well bal- 
anced miud' that much preferred to seek 
through thct same law, the righting of 
a great wrong to millions of people in 


vapidity or uselessness that unfits their 
dollars from doing precisely as much 
beneficial work as those derived from 
tho younger and more progressive ele- 
ment.

but labor. To save exhaustion from heat 
a gas, gasoline or even kerosene stnve 
should be used. Tho expense of the lat- 
ter will be saved in the cost of wood and 
coal in a few days' time. 


The utensils required for comfort and 


expedition in preserve and jelly-making, 
nre a good porcelain-lined iron preserve 
kettle, several long-handled 
wooden 


spoons, a wooden pestle or potato mash. 
cr, an enameled or china cup with an 
easy handle, pans for holding sugar and a 
simple and accurate scale for weighing 
an enameled colander- and a jelly bag. 
Get a. fresh supply of rubber bands, and 
for canned fruit use the new style of 
glass jar with glass cover and tight, sim- 
ple fastening, reserving tho old jars with 
metal screw tops for the richer kinds of 
preserves. 


Jars or tumblers to be used for pre- 


serves or jellies should be thoroughly 
sterilized. Wash jars, fill with cold wa- 
ter, place in a kettle on a trivet p.nd sur- 
round with cold water. Heat gradually 
to boiling point, remove from water, 


• empty and fill with the fruit while hot. 


Put covers in hot water, and let stand 
five minutes. Dip rubber bands in hot 
water, but do not allow them to stand. 
Wtieb. glasses, put in n kettle of cold 
water, place on range and heat water

boiling point.

•water. 


'For Canning Fruit,—Allow one-third of 


Its weight in granulated sugar and two 
nnd one-half to three cups of water to 
each pound ol sugar.' Boil" sugar and 


vater ten minutes to make a sirup; then 
iook a small quantity of the fruit-at a 
ime in the sirup; this :will insure the 
riiit being a perfect shape. Hard fruits, 
ike quince and pineapple, are cooked in 
boiling water until nearly soft, then.put 
n sirup to finish cooking/ Fill sterilized 
ars with fruit, add enough boiling sirup 
:o overflow jars; if there is not enough 
lirup add boiling water, as jars must be 
filled to overflow. Introduce a spoon be- 
ween fruit and jar, that air bubbles may 
_ise to the top and break; then quickly 
nit on rubbers and screw on sterilized 
cover. Let stand uutil cold, again screw 
covers, being sure" this time that jars 
are air-tight. Remember to place jars 
while filling on a cloth wrung out of 
soiling water. 


Make Your Own Perfume.—You can 


easily make a delicious violet perfume 
for yourself by putting half an ounce of 
orris root, broken into small pieces, in a 
bottle with 2 ounces of alcohol. Add to 
this a bun"h of newly picked, violets, 
cork the bottle tightly and shake well. 
After it has been standing four or five 
days a few drops on the handkerchief 
will leave the scent of 
fresh 
violets.

For this new afternoon function my 


lady must needs .have a handsome 
'samovar in which tb brew the cheering 
beverage. An ancient samovar is an 
enviable possession, but, barring this, a 
'stunning copper urn of modern, work- 
manship polished to the vanishing 
point takes the place of honor on her 
tea table. 
This table Is laid with a cloth made 


' beautiful with Russian cross stitch em- 
1 broidery or some elaborate border work 


carried out in'gold thread and gay col 
ored silks. 


Russian tea Is generally made in a 


gmall teapot, two or three teaspoon- 
luls being considered sufficient for a 
moderate brewing. The teapot Is kept 
on top of a samovar, which every 
one knows is a kind of- copper kettle 
so" constructed as to burn charcoal in 
an Inner tube, so that a plentiful supplj 
of hot water Is always ready, while the 
teapot by this means is kept hot at the 
name time. The Russians drink their 
tea out ot a tall' tumbler which has 
about an inch of the beverage poured 


• into it and is then filled up with ho 


water from the samovar. Thin slice; 
of lemon and brandy are served with 
the drink, and in some Instancss cook 
ed cherries and other fruits are mlxei 
with it, or a spoonful of Jam is stlrrec 
i In but occidental palates will hardly 
appreciate these additional .flavorings. 


The quality of tea. .used by the Rus- 


sian Is Invariably of a superior quality. 
Even the lower classes pay a good 
price for this luxury. - It Is brought 
overland from .China, generally in the 
form of bricks, and this is the reason 
why the ten in the czar'a empire is so 
remarkably good.

LONDON, Aug. 13.—A dispatch from 


St. Petersburg to a news agency says 
the machinery of the Russian battleship 
Czarevitch was so knocked about during 
the fight that most of it is worthless. 
She lost 210 officers and men killed and 
had sixty wounded. Rear Admiral Wit- 
hoft was on the bridge of the Czarevitch 
when a shell exploded there , blowing 
him to pieces. . 


TOKIO, Aug.'13, 10 a. m.—Admiral

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 13, 1 p. m.— 


Rear Aftoiiral WithoJt, who was in com- 
mand of the Russian naval forces at 
Port Arthur, was killed during the en- 
gagement on Wednesday. 


The emperor has received a telegram 


from Tsing Chou signed by Captain Ma 
touseviteh, the rear admiral's chief of 
staff, reporting tbitV Withoft met his 
death aboard the 'flagship Czarevitch. 
Both, his legs were'blown off. 


Captain Wamoff? bt the 
Czarevitch, 


Commander Samo3 and several officers 
were wounded. 


Several officers besides the rear admir- 


al also were killed. The battleship sus- 
tained severe damage. Her rudder was 
broken beyond hope of repair.

ASKOLD BADLY DAMAGED. 


SHANGHAI, An*. 13.—Great excitV 


ment was caused here yesterday by the 
news that four Russian warships 'had 
anchored off the Saddle Islands. During 
the afternoon the'Russian torpedo boat 
destroyer Grozovov steamed up the'riv- 
er, having vainly ' attempted to make 
Tsing Chou, being headed off by the iTap- 
anesc. The Grozovoi is very dirty and 
unpainted and her'crew are black with 
smoke and grim. They had bard steam- 
ing to escape the 'Japanese. Later the 
Russian protected cruiser Askold, with 
Rear Admiral Oiiktmosky, second in 
command to the late Admiral Withoft, 
on board, arrived at Woosung in the 
condition reported last night, namely, 
with her fifth funnel gone close to the 
deck, oil the funnels riddled with shell 
holes, one gun on the port side disman- 
tled and several largo shell holes above 
;be water line, and with one lieutenant 
and eleven men killed and fifty wound- 
ed. It is said that the Askold intends 
to go into dock today and stop the 
euks under water.

AS LAW 4 YEARS AGO 


Present Assessment ot Batiroad 


Property Under New Ad- 


valorem Law. 


Latter May Contest i'indings of Com- 


mission on Grounds BoadsShould 


Not be Taxed More Than 


Eeal Estate. 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 13.—Nearly 


four years ago the state tax-commission 
then at work upoa their first biennial re- 
port to the legislature, decided after a 
careful investigation as to the value, of 
railroad property, to recommend the re- 
tention of the license fee method of tax- 
ing railways, and an increase in the per- 
centage. The increase would have added 
about $600,000 a year to the total taxes 
paid into the state treasury by the com- 
panies operating here. 


It is interesting to note that the pres- 


ent assessment of railroad property un- 
der the new advalorem law, which the 
commission have recently made, will, if it 
stands after review, add to the total 
taxes to be paid by the roads substantial- 
ly what would have been paid this year 
had the increase recommended by the 
commission four .years • ago been em-: 
bodied in a law at that time. In other 
words, the commission's findings at this 
time, as to what the railroads should pay 
in. taxes under the advalorem Jaw, es- 
tablish the substantial accuracy of their 
work four years ago. 


WHAT WILL RAILROADS DOT 


.Whether the railroads-will accept with- 


out contest the findings of the com mis- 
sion .at this time remains to be seen. 
They may think..the valuations placed, on 
their properties are too" high; or they 
may contend that the values preliminar- 
ily fixed represent a much higher, ratio 
of .assessment to actual value, than do 
the assessed values of real estate end 
tangible . property generally. The roads 
will, claim, and rightly, that if real ex- 
state and other taxable property be as- 
sessed for taxation at but 60 or 75 pel 
cent of its true value, the same rule 
should be applied to railroads. 


If the railroad companies are dissatis- 


fied with the preliminary assessment, and 
should feel themselves compelled to con- 
test it, it .would probably be necessary 
then for the commission to show that in 
the valuation of railroads they fixed the 
ratio of assessment to true value to cor- 
respond with that which prevails as to 
other property. 


THINKS-BETTER TO ACCEPT. 


While the writer does not believe that 


the advalorem method of taxing rail- 
roads will prove as satisfactory as the 
gross earnings percentage plan, with an 
adjustable percentage, he believes the 
railroad companies will do well to a-icept 
the assessment of the commission, after 
such changes as prove to be necessary 
are mode In the review. As an economic 
proposition it is .doubtful whether rail- 
road property should te compelled, to pay 
as high taxes as real estate, value for 
value. But until the public take a more 
fntelligent nhd more active interest in 
the subject of taxation, legislation on the 
subject is not likely to conform very 
closely to recognized economic princi- 
ples. 


SOLUTION UNSOLVED. 


No economist or student of taxation 


tias yet come forward with a plan for 
taxing manufacturing properties or in- 
surance companies that commends itself 
to the practical sense of foxing ofiicere. 
This is as true in other states as in Wis- 
consin. As to mnnufacturins; industries, 
;here might be rome hopes of getting 
;hem on a reasonable basis, if the rail- 
roads would demand that they be assess- 
ed as high proportionately ns railrond 
values. But, obviously' the "railroad* are 
not likely to bring up this subject even 
;o save themselves. 


PRESENT PLANS ARBITRARY. 
Whether life insurance companies do- 


ng business on the mutual basis should 
>e taxed at all, is a question whicii 
economists and taxing officers have uever 
>een able to answer satisfactorily to 
themselves. The principle which wise tax 
egiriation has regarded, and in some 
states specifically applied in the case of 
savings banks, namely that thrift, repre- 
sented in small savings, should not be 
discouraged by being unduly , burdened, 
might seem to appy in some measure, at 
• 


east, to life insurance. But howcvor this 
nay be, it is true that the laws taxing 
ife insurance in this state are fo plainly 
arbitrary 
and inequitable that they 


should be amended, without waiting for 
Jie discovery or development of an ideal 
method.

TRAIN GOES OFF 


THE TRACKi SIX 


CARSJERAILED 


The 11.85 South Bound Passenger 


Plunges Into Ditch at 


• Berryville [Station. 


LOOSE RAIL THE CAUSE 


Speed of 65 Miles an Hour At- 


tained When the Accident 


Occurred. 


BUT TWO liVJUKED AND 


THOSE VERY SLIGHTLY 


Locomotive Broke Away and Kan 500 


Jffet Before Stopping—150 


Persons Were Aboard 


the Traiu. 


While running at the rate of 60 miles 


an hour, the 11:35 south bound passen- 
ger train on the Chicago & Northwestern 
railway, suddenly left the track at Ber 
ryville station, six miles south of this 
city. The whole train of six coaches 
•was derailed. The parlor car went into 
the ditch on its side. One hundred and 
fifty passengers were on board and a. wild 
panic ensued, many of them attempting 
to break through the windows, the wom- 
en screaming and children crying in ter- 
ror. Men, cooler than the rest, saw that 
the danger was over and the train stop 
ped and to a certain extent quieted the 
others. As soon as possible the passen- 
gers piled out of the coaches and it was 
found that while all were shook up ond 
more or less frightened, two old ladies 
were slightly injured. 


A MARVELOUS ESCAPE. 


Wildest reports reached this city and 


had it that one hundred were hurt, many 
Racino people. Telephones rang and rel- 
atives of people supposed to be on the 
train anxiously inquired if the report 
was true. Dozens of automobiles, horses 
and buggies and other vehicles sped to 
Berryville ,and the electric railway car' 
ried large numbers down. When the con- 
dition of the train was observed, every- 
body marveled and agreed that it was a 
miraculous escape from a great lass of 
life. 


~~ CAUSED BT LOOSE RAIL. 


Every single coach and part of the en- 


pine was off and as stated above, the par- 
lor car was down in the ditch, but not 
way over on its side. The ties and rails 
w.cre torn to pieces for a distance of four 
hundred feet. 


The cause of the accident is artrifautect 


to a loose raiL Per days men-have been 
engaged raising the tracks at Berryville, 
and it was at this point the accident oc- 
curred. Hundreds of people were soon 
at the scene and a wrecking train arrived 
and commenced clearing away the wreck, 
or replacing the coaches on the trade. 


RUNNING AT HIGH SPEED. 


'A Journal reporter visited the scene of 


the accident half an hour after it occur- 
red. It was ascertained that the train 
was eight minutes late and running'at 
the rata of 65 miles an hour. Engineer 
Mahoney, one of the best men in the em- 
ploy of the company, had charge of the 
locomotive and the conductor was Mr. 
Sykes. 


Just as the train passed Berryville sta- 


tion and was on a stretch of track which 
was being raised, the engineer felt ths 
train leave the rails and applied the air 
brakes, but the locomotive broke away 
from the coaches and ran 500 feet before 
stopping. Six conches were in the train. 
The. baggage car, smoker and one coach, 
swerved to the west and nearly ran to 
the west track; one coach and a parlor 
car remained upright on the road bed, 
but the last parlor car went into the 
ditch and nearly turned over on its side. 


ENGINES TO THE RESCUE. 


The tender of the locomotive was off 


the rails and as stated ran five hundred 
iect and stopped. As soon as the acci- 
dent occurred messages were flashed both 
to this city and Kenosha. At Kenosliu 
an engine was hooked to several coaches 
and with physicians ran to the wreck, 
but the services of the doctors were not 
Deeded. All of the passengers entered 
the coaches and went to Kenosha and 
will be taken to Chicago. Those inter- 
viewed said that there was intense ex- 
citement, but that it was not so bad as 
one would expect. The belief prevailed 
that many were injured 
and perhaps 


killed. 


BUELD TEMPORARY TRACK. 


Members of the train crew worked 


like beavers assisting- passengers out of 
the coaches. 


The 1:05 north bound passenger train, 


•when it-arrived at the wreck, was un- 
abta to get past. Two hundred men were 
put to-work and in two hours had a tem- 
porary track built and trains got by 
that way.. 


There were a number of people on the 


train from this city, among them Mrs. 
Frederick Robinson, but she was only 
•lightly shaken up. 


Lite reports state .that .the two ladies '• 
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injured were Mrs. Earl B. Salisbury, Chi 
cago; Mrs. Catharine Blyyanc, Chicago 
Both were considerably cut and bruisec 
but not dangerously hurt.

United States Officials Manliest 


Keenest [Anxiety Over 


Che Foo Incident. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The report 


of the capture by the Japanese torpedo 
boat destroyers and of the Russian de- 
stroyer Ryeshitelni in the harbor ofCho 
Foo, as conveyed to Washington by the 
consul general's cablegram today, w« 
received with the deepest interest and 
also concern, for it was realized th»t 
there were in this incident the germs of 
serious international trouble. Mr. Fow- 
ler spoke of the affair as a "cuttii^.<nit™ 
expedition, thereby differing.in an, impor- 
tant point from the press dispatches 
which at first reading appeared to indi- 
cate that the issue of the Russian boat 
was at least in some degree caused by 
the action of the captain of the craft 
in attacking the Japanese boardiog lieu- 
tenant. 


It may be that upon this point wffl 


turn the decision, as to whether or*noti 
there has been a violation of Chinese neu- 
trality by the Japanese.

THE I.AST HORHOB. 


The last awful railroad horror on the 


Denver and Eio Grande in which through 
the falling of a bridge weakened by a 
•flood-rush of water down a usually dry 
canyon, over a hundred travelers and 
several train hands lost their lives in a 
few seconds, ought to convey its lesson 
to people and authority alike. But will 
it do so? The conditions present .them- 
selves on this last slaughter, of a violent 
storm coming' up plainly risible—a can- 
yon known to be filled from brim to 
brim with every cloudburst,—a bridge 
with supports incapable of supporting 
the unusual strain sure to come some 
time,—the train rushing through 
the 


breaking storm,—no warning whatever 
from anywheres, except what the good 
God himself presented to careless man 
in unmistakable great disturbances in 
the skies, and lo in the twinkling of an 
eye the forward cars broken off from 
the rest of the train by the heroism of 
an attendant on'the first forward Pull- 
man who on the second had rushed to 
the hand brakes and checked his car 
when one-third over the deadly brink, 
were submerged in the flood and the vic- 
tims carried'at'once to death with no 
sound evident-to the/survivors. •" 


Comments upon this last horror are 


many and u very conservative comment 
from a Chicago paper says: 


"It is impossible to study "' this and 


other recent disasters' without feeling 
that much of the danger attending Am- 
erican railroading is due to a general at- 
titude common to many railway men, 
from presidents down 
to switchmen. 


There is a willingness to accept risks, a 
disposition to take things for granted. 
The fact that a track or a bridge may 
not be safe is not accepted as a reason 
for caution. Rather the tendency is to 
consider it safe until it has been proved 
not to be so. It would be well to in- 
quire how far the responsibility for this 
attitude is attributable to the American 
traveling public with its desire for high 
speed.and its indisposition to hold rail- 
way, officials sternly to account. It is » 
familiar plea of the latter that if they 
adopt precautions that cause the retard 
ing of trains there is an immediate pro- 
test from the public. 


"Arc the people themselves so deter- 


mined upon rapid travel that they arc 
willing to take chances? Is their meek 
acceptance of the huge casualty list piled 
up annually by the railways which they 
))atro3)ize a sign that they do not de- 
mand improved conditions?"

The death of Sherman Booth at Chi- 


cago, a resident of this state for many 
years and who was here in the times

LABOR STATISTICS—CHILD LABOR. 


Some very interesting statistics are 


furnished by the census bureau as re- 
gards the occupation of people and es- 
pecially that of women and children. It 
would seem that the increasing invasion 
of women in the avocations formerly ex- 
clusively pursued by men is not so much 
due to lack of rrien for the work or the 
real desire of women for the field of men, 
but to the ever growing infelicity pf the 
married state and the necessity for wom- 
en to earn their living. The report" says 
that of the divorced women fifty-five per 
cent are in occupations' of a business na- 
ture and of the widowed portion 'thirty- 
two per cent are working. Of the single 
part of the supposed weaker sex thirty- 
one per cent are in the business, world. 
Of the American married W07nen at work 
only six per cent are pursuing avoca- 
tions, thus stating the comment of the 
census office, demonstrating when 
the 


man bread winner comes along woman is 
very glad to cease her labors. 


. The figures given indicate that domes- 
tic and personal service employs about 
forty per cent of the women, manufac- 
turing and mechanics 
twenty-five per 


cent, while in professional careers eight 
per cent are represented. As a comment 
it may be said that women in the ranks 
of professional workers have achieved a 
fair success, and it is shown have the 
necessary application to make good doc- 
tors, dentists and lawyers in certain 
lines. 


The proportion of the workers contin- 


ues to increase, the gain being three per 
cent from, that in a previous report. 
Forty per cent of the men workers are 
yet to be found on the farms while the 
statistics do not. disclose the ir.rith.of 
the statement made that the foreigner 
was displacing the home man, at any rate 
the figures show that the proportion of 
new comers in the ranks of workers is 
not increasing. 


Of the per cent of workers the report 


states children make up six per cent, 
there being 1,750,198 earning wages. The 
proportion of. boys and girls is that of 
three to one, the boys numbering .1,364,- 
411 and the girls, 485,767. The workers 
in all numbered 20,073,233 the age limit 
being 'ten years. This number was divid- 
ed in the proportion of 22,489,435 males, 
4,833,630 females and the balance chil- 
dren as stated. 


THE MAKING GOOD. 


• Joseph Chamberlain although one of 
England's most noted men is not credit- 
ed with any good staying qualities such 
as have made some great names'historic. 
Perhaps one ^ quality that attaches to 
more than one prominent American in 
public life, is the lack of adhesiveness, 
that is to birifl to him supporters who 
will put up with all things and endure 
without complaint the vagaries of men 
of position in national life. A clever 
man, says a citizen of London visiting 
in this country: 


"Chamberlain has even been through- 


out his public career prolific of promise 
but poor i.n performance. As you say in 
America, he doesn't raake good. He has 
always been.regarded as a.cold man, and 


yet on a certain memorable occasion in; 
the house of commons, when Sir. "Glad-' 
stone made some gracious mention of 
Chamberlain's son, the tether broke down 
and cried like a child.-. He has been a 
great man for the colonies, and no won- 
der he is in high favor through the de- 
pendencies of the empire." 


Prolific with promises' but poor in ex- 


ecution. How' like many an American! 
Yet a day of reckoning comes about so 
often, and it is up to the statesman to 
make good, or else keep on deluding 
others to take the places of the victimiz- 
ed. Offices are promised, positions here 
and there treated as personal requisites 
and bestowed freely, without a -thought 
of making good, because for five prom- 
ises there is but one office to in fact 
give. 


But Chamberlain has very few men at- 


tached to him by hooks of steel.as the 
expression is .,used. He is not a man of 
that sort. He is gifted, possesses much 
of a sort of personal magnetism, bat the- 
atrical, makes displays that create even 
admiration, but little enduring. Immense 
audiences, but fatal weaknesses when the 
votes are counted.

THE HOSINESS OP MR. CLARK. 
Hon. Champ Clark is very, liberal with 


his figures. In his estimate.of the elec- 
toral vote he elects Parker by fourteen 
majority, giving him 253 votes. In addi- 
tion to the solid south with its 154 votes 
hs includes New York, New Jersey, 
Maryland, Delaware, West Virginia, Con- 
necticut, Montana, Indiana, Colorado 
and. Nevada. But Mr, Clark'is nothing 
if not prudent for he says if this claim 
of Indiana does not make good, he still 
has certain for Parker, Wisconsin, Idaho 
and Utah. Then too, he says there is 
Illinois which it would not be surprising 
to him, if it did not also be carried for 
Parker. Now there is nothing, that, is 
there is no law against this Missouri 
congressman from claiming every state 
will be carried for his candidates. He 
might just as well claim thefta all while 
about it. 


But there is really far more foundation 


for the Republican estimate of £67 elec- 
toral votes for Roosevelt. As to this -it 
can be said the'-only questionable state 
named in -the list is that of Maryland, 
which -will most likely - be carried by 
Gorman, as there is now ia the state an 
election law which ^insures every bit of 
the election machinery being in the sole 
control of the Democratic party. Then 
Delaware might be regarded as in doubt 
but these two are the only ones, for 
New Jersey, Connecticut, Indiana, West 
Virginia, Montana, Nevada and Colorado 
are sure Republican, these last named 
seven being claimed by Mr. Clark. We 
can lose Delaware and Maryland with 
their corabineM eleven votes and still 
have 256 votes or seventeen more than

MISSOURI'S FAVORITE SON.. 


With the passing away o! Senator 


Vest disappears from earthly view-a na- 
tional figure and of whom it may be 
safely said enjoyed the sincere respect 
and confidence of his countrymen. Sen- 
ator ^rest of Missouri, it is true, went 
with secession and was a member of tho 
Confederate congress, being the last sur- 
viving member of the senate of the Con- 
federacy. - Returning to his state he re- 
sumed the practice- of law and in March, 
1879, entered the congress of the United 
States, his political disabilities removed. 
Senator Vest was the contemporary of 
Tiieri like Blaine, Gonkling, Edmunds1, 
Hoar, Bayard, Platt, Thurman, Carpen- 
ter, Vorhees, Allison,. Garland, Harris, 
Ingalls, 'Lamar, Morgan and Hill, and he 
assumed and retained all the years he 
was in active political life a foremost 
position iri his partj'. A keen debater 
he relished a discussion, and he was no 
trimmer. His views were never conceal- 
ed, and he was an honored opponent of 
Republican leaders, numbers of whom 
considered Senator Vest as their-person- 
al friend in public as well as in the so- 
cial amenities. Ho was a Democrat and 
ever held his senatorial vote as his own, 
since it waa his official oath, not that of 
other men, that bound him to vote upon 
proposed measures, and it was this feel- 
ing-that commanded him to refuse tba 
instructions of his state to vote for the 
anti-option bill of some years ago, lie 
voting against. But he was returned to 
the senate just the same, such was the 
confidence and respect in which he was 
held. Republicans prominent in official 
life will with men of his own party deep- 
ly regret his loss.

THE: OOAI* COMBINE. 


The coal operators in the eastern an- 


thracite field have long been at the mer- 
cy of the coal road operators and of the 
combine. They have been forced to ac- 
cept whatever terms offered and obliged 
to sell at the price fixed by those who 
absolutely 'controlled the freight rates. 
It however, now appears the interstate 
commerce commission is thoroughly in- 
vestigating this subject and have be- 
come, convinced, if reports arc true, that 
a reduction in the coal freight rates 
must be accorded the independent op- 
erators, and that if any demand is made 
by them Upon the trust and the trust 
will accede to their terms, no further 
proceedings will be taken, though it is 
admitted .the Sherman anti-trust law 
may well cover the case, but which has 
hitherto been.ignored. 


These independent operators in the 


anthracite districts, mostly owned and 
perfectly controlled by the great coal 
railroads, which everjf day violate their 
charters with hitherto immunity, com- 
plained, and with perfect .^reason, that 
the freight rates they hare to .pay for 
their coal, makes them operate in narrow 
limits, and deprives them of the profit 
they-are entitled to, to say nothing of 
being forced to-sell at the prices fixed.

| That was an extremely silly perform- 
ance the other day of a packers' repre- 
sentative publicly'saying the state child 
labor law had done' more barm thrin 
good, and that "many people hold that 
the best industrial condition is that In 
which all the members of a family who 
wish can find employment at the same 
place.' This was =the condition in the 
packing industry before the passage i of 
recent laws. Fathers, mothers and child-' 
ren worked together'in the same estab-1 
lishment. Their earnings in many in- 
stances were large." 


This is probably on the plan thnt with 


all the family employed there are none 
left at home to care for the little child- 
ren, and so it ivill be necessary to bring 
the little ones along to the factory, and 
so long as the babies are in the factory 
they might just as,well work alone with 
the older ones.' Therefore according to 
this person it is a goodly thing to see 
both old and'young, especially the young 
since' they have "to'Vork for less, labor- 
ing long hours a flay'to help pile up 
profits for the packers.

Making 
Preserves.—Homemade pre- 


serves are far superior in flavor and 
quality to those made in bulk in factor- 
ies, and for this reason may be consid- 
ered a luxury; they certainly are a con- 
venience, nnd an economy in everything 
but labor. To save exhaustion from heat 
a gas, gasoline or even kerosene stove 
should be used. The expense of the lat- 
ter will be saved in the cost of wood and 
coal in a few days' time. 


The utensils required for comfort and 


expedition in preserve and jelly-making, 
are a good porcelain-lined iron preserve 
kettle, several long-handled 
wooden 


spoons, a wooden pestle or potato mash- 
er, an enameled or china cup with an 
easy handle, pans for holding sugar and a 
simple and accurate scale for weighing 
nn enameled colander nnd a jelly bag. 
Get a fresh supply of rubber bands, and 
loi canned fruit use the new style of 
glass jar with glass cover and tight, sim- 
ple fastening, reserving the old jars with 
metal screw tops for the richer kinds ol 
preserves. 


Jars or tumblers to be used for pre- 


serves or jellies should be thoroughly 
sterilized. Wash jars, fill with cold wa- 
ter, place in a kettle on a trivet and sur- 
lonnd with cold water. Heat gradually 
to boiling point, remove from 
water, 


empty and fill with the fruit while hot. 
Put covers in hot water, and let stand 
five minutes. Dip rubber bands in hot 
•water, but do not allow them to stand. 
Wash glasses, put in a kettle of cold 
water, place on range and heat water 
gradually to 
boiling point. 
Remove. 


glasses and drain. Place jars and glasses 
while filling on a cloth wrung out of hot 
•water. 


For Canning Fruit.—Allow one-third of 


its weight in granulated sugar and two 
nnd one-half to three cups of water to 
each pound of sugar.' Boil" sugar and. 


water ten minutes to make a sirup; then 
cook a small quantity 61 the fruit-at 
time in the sirup; this will insure th 
fruit being a perfect shape. Hard fruits 
like quince and pineapple, are cooked in 
boiling water until nearly soft, then.pu 
in sirup to finish cooking.- Fill steriiizec 
jars with fruit, add enough boiling sirui 
to overflow jars; if there is not enougi 
sirup add boiling water, as jars must b 
filled to overflow. Introduce a spoon be 
tween fruit and jar, that air bubbles may 
rise to the top and break; then quick!; 
put on rubbers and screw on sterilize< 
cover. Let stand until cold, again screw 
covers, being sure this time that jars 
are air-tight. 
Reinemb.er to place jar. 


while filling on a cloth wrung out o 
boiling water.

of sugar is one pint, an ounce of liquid 
is two tablespoonfuls and a pint of liquid 
weighs sixteen ounces. 


If a handful of tea leaves be sprinkled 


upon the ashes in a fireplace it saves a 
lot of trouble, for then it is possible to 
rake them out without the dust flying. 


To remove grease marks from books 


sponge the soiled leaf carefully with ben-, 
zine and then put it between two sheets 
of blotting paper, and pass a hot flat 
iron quickly over it. 


Before polishing furniture rub it over 


with a cloth dipped in hot water. If this 
be done the furniture cream will rapidly 
produce a good polish, and one which will 
not quickly finger-mark; 


Strong alum water is efficacious as a 


vermin destroyer. Closets, wooden bed- 
steads and loose wainscoting in old 
houses which prove troublesome should 
be brushed with this solution. 


When a floor is washed it should be al- 


lowed- to get perfectly dry before the 
carpet be put down again. Carelessness 
in this matter has much to do with the 
prevalence of moths in some houses. 


Rubber plants require to be nourished 


and if a tablespoonufl of castor oil be 
occasionally poured into, a little trench 
made round the stem and covered with 
earth, it will be found to greatly improve 
their growth. 


Never leave a Inrnp turned low. 
It 


creates gas and uses up as much oil as 
when it burns brightly. If it is neces- 
sary to have a light during the night in 
a sick room, use a tiny ilight lamp and 
burn it at full force. 


Bad cuts and burns sometimes happen 


in the kitchen, so it is well to know of 
handy remedies. To stop the bleeding of 
a bad cut apply finely powdered rice of 
flour to the wound. Dab soft soap on to 
a burn and it will ease the pain at once. 


If you want to know whether eggs are 


fresh, put them one at a time into a 
basin of cold water. If they remain at 
the bottom they are all right, if they 
float they are doubtful of freshness, and 
if they float at the top they &re certain- 
ly bad. 
' 


Once in ten days thoroughly wash the 


carpet broom with hot soapsuds, shako 
till nearly dry and hang where the 
straw will dry quickly. Not only will 
the broom last longer, but it will clean 
carpets better. 


.Apple, potato ami most other stains 


can be removed from the hands by rub- 
bing them with oatmeal-moistened with 
lemon juice or vinegar. 
A nailbrush 


should be used all around the fingernails. 
When the stain is quite removed, wash 
with warm water, and soap. , Never use 
soap before removing the stain or it will 
be ten times more difficult to remove, •

Macaroni should be kept in an air-tight 


receptacle and when cooked plunged into 
boiling salted water. 


The skins of new potatoes con be re 


moved more quickly with a stiff vegeta- 
ble brush than by scraping. 


Leave a few of the husks on your 


sweet corn for boiling, and take it to 
the table with them on. It will keep 
worm longer and you will find it sweeter 


Seven pounds of fruit, Zy2 of sugar 


and a pint of vinegar is' the standard pro 
portion for all manner of sweet pickling 
The spicing may be varied to suit the 
taste. 


Baked Tomatoes.—Choose tomatoes o: 


equal size. Plunge them into boiling wa 
ter, rub'off the skins and cut out the 
small, hard portions left by the stems 
Arrange in a baking pan, stem side up 
Cut a gash in each one and in this inseri 
a 2-inch square of bread. Put a dab o: 
butter on each, sprinkle with pepper anc 
salt and bake in a quick oven until the 
bread is brown and the tomatoes tender 
though still unbroken. Serve with the 
juice found in .the pan poured over them 


Motley Cake.—Beat 'a pound of sugar 


and.a half pound of flour to a cream and 
add the well-beaten yolks of a dozen 
eggs. To this stir in three cups of sifted 
flour and beat vigorously; add the stiffly 
beaten whites, and put half the batter 
into another bowl; color one-half with 
cochineal to a pretty pink, and flavor the 
other half with peach extract. Drop the 
two batters .by alternate spoonfuls into 
a well-greased cake pan and bake at least 
three-quarters to an hour in a .moderate 
oven. 


Maple Sugar Biscuit.—Piece of lard 


size of an egg, 1 quart of flour, Zya tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder, heaping, wet 
with sweet milk or water like other bis- 
cuit; roll out one-half inch thick, then 
spread butter all over and the maple su- 
gar over the butter; roll up. like jelly 
roll and cut 1 inch thick; pinch the'bot- 
tom, So sugar won't run out much; put 
close together' and bake twenty-five min- 
utes.

Getting Ready a, Statement Giv 


ing Her Version oi the 


Byeshitelni Incident. 


LONDON, Aug. 33.—According to 


news agency's dispatch from Tokio, th 
Russian torpedo boat destroyer Ryeshi 
telni, captured by the Japanese at Ch 
Foo, is being taken to a Chinese port. 


BERLIN, Aug. 13.—Japan has given

that Japan will repeat at Woosung the 
action taken at Che Foo but that she 
will station cruisers outside the port anc 
attack the Russian vessels when they 
come out.

Somewhat startling discoveries of 


Insanitary conditions id creameries are 
said to. have been made by Inspectors 
of 'the Minnesota state dairy and food 
commission, says Creamery Journal. 
In several cases creameries are located 
where It Is impossible to drain away 
the waste products; which are accord- 
ingly deposited in cesspools. It has 
been • found that in many Instances 
these pools are soak in sandy Boll or 
loose strata of rock and drain directly 
Into the wells from which the creamer' 
les draw their water supply. The uten- 
sils are washed In this tool -water and 
the butter worked and . washed In It 
Samples of water have been sent to 
the state chemist for analysis. Where 
the water is found to be polluted these 
creameries will be'' required to cement 
their cesspools or. go out of business. 
Great care will be taken by the inspect- 
ors, who will send in samples when- 
ever there Is any reason-to suspect the 
wells to be contaminated. "I wish It 
generally 
understood," said Dairy 


Commissioner McConncll, "that this 
•deportment will be- glad to assist In the 
selection of sites for new creameries. 
We want to make sure that no cream- 
eries are built hereafter that do not 
have .good drainage facilities. It Is not 
only In the Interest of health, bat econ- 
omy, so: to locate' new plant*." 


"Deviled" Batter. 


, We observe that interested parties 
are discussing a new name for -what la 
called "renovated" butter. As la well 
known, this butter consists of strong or 
rancid staff which is melted tndmada 
over In imitation of a first etas* article.

INCE the war in the east has 


brought into greater promi- 
nence the two countries of 
Russia and Japan 
western 


people have become suddenly interest- 
ed In the manners and customs of both 
of these nations. "What they do In 
Russia and in Japan" is an expression 
one hears on all sides. The sympathy 
of Americans is for the most part with 
the plucky little Jap, but as a social 
function- the smart set has taken up 
with enthusiasm the "Russian tea" as 
a summer diversion. 


For this new afternoon function my 


lady must needs have a handsome 
samovar in which to brew, the cheering 
beverage. An ancient samovar Is an 
enviable possession, but, barring this, a 
'stunning copper urn of modern work- 
manship polishe'd to the vanishing 
point takes the place of honor on her 
tea table. 


This table is laid with a cloth made 


beautiful with Russian cross stitch em- 
broidery or some elaborate border work 
carried out in gold thread and gay col- 
ored silks. 


Russian tea is generally made in a 


small teapot, two or three teaspoon- 
fuls being considered sufficient for a 
moderate brewing. The teapot is kept 
on top of a samovar, which every 
one knows Is a kind of copper kettle 
so constructed as to burn charcoal in 
on inner tube, so that a plentiful supply 
of hot water is always ready, while the 
teapot by this means is kept hot at the 
same time. The Russians drink their 
tea out of a tall' tumbler which has 
about an inch of the beverage poured 
' into it and is then filled up with hot 


water from the samovar. Thin slices 
of lemon and brandy are served with 
ti\e drink, and in some instances cook- 
ed cherries and other fruits are mixed 
with it, or a spoonful of Jam is stirred 
iln, but occidental palates will hardly 
appreciate these additional flavorings. 


The quality ol tea,used by the Rus- 
rlan is invariably of a superior quality. 
Even the lower classes pay a good 
price for this luxury. It is brought 


. overland from .China, generally in the 


form of bricks, and this is the reason 
why the tea in the czar's empire is so 
remarkably good. A sea Journey has a 
bad effect upon tea, no matter how 
carefully it is packed.

A* very useful object is a linen cover 


to keep- a magazine In while it la in 
use, and is a nice little present • tor: 
a friend.. To.make it get some, grass 
linen, measure the size of the maga- 
zine, you wish to cover and allow three 
inches over on each of the four sides. 
On' the piece which is to be on th'e 
upper part of the book embroider in 
pretty letters the word "Magazine" or 
the name of the special one for which 
it is to be used. The former is the most 
useful, as it can be used to cover any 
publication It may fit. The title should 
be In the center, If that is the only 
word embroidered. But soroetimes,the 
initials of the owner are worked as 
well. Then the title-should be.at the 
top and the Initials In the center. Take 
a piece of paper the exact size of the 
piece of: linen, and very .-carefully 
cover the magasine in the way books 
are generally covered with .paper and 
mark the folds well. Lay this on the 
linen and mark the folds at the cor- 
ners and back. Cut off the pieces turn- 
ed in at the top and bottom of the back 
and buttonhole stitch over the cut part. 
Miter the four corners by cutting out 
the pieces turned in, leaving enough 
turnings to sew firmly,on the wrong 
side. Buttonhole stitch the raw edges 
all round, press with a warm Iron all 
the folds and corners and sew a piece 
of narrow elastic to the top and bottom 
of the inside of the back, through which 
half the book is passed to keep the 
cover In place, 


A cover for a-railway guide can'be 


made In the same way, but, aa the 
covers of the book are of very limp 
paper, pieces of cardboard, must be 
slipped Into the linen cover fitting the 
Bines exactly, which will make a flrm 
and durable "case and last for many 
months' editions.
